3.  Water  Supplies 

The  town  continued  to  draw  its  water  from  the  twin  boreholes 
situated  at  Howe  Hill. 

The  plant  has  functioned  well  throughout  the  year  and  at  no 
time  has  there  been  a  shortage  of  water. 

The  quality  of  the  untreated  and  chlorinated  water  remains 
satisfactory  as  the  summary  of  water  samples  in  Table  VI  indicates. 

Water  consumption  for  the  near  was  115, 155 >000  as  compared  with 
109,234,000  in  1964,  an  increase  of  5,921,000,  an  increase  of  5.4%. 

Metered  supplies  for  the  year  were  34,862,000,  as  .against 
27,671,000 , in  1963  an  increase  of  7,191,000,  this  in  itself  more 
than  accounts  for  the  large  rise  in  consumption. 

All  occupied  houses  in  the  Urban  District,  approximately  1780, 
are  supplied  from  public  water  mains.  There  are  under  30  inhabited 
houses  with  an  estimated  population  of  90  served  by  standpipes.
